NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—One of 
the first official gold shipments 
from the State Bank of the Union 
of Soviet Socialist Republics to this 
country is about to leave Hamburg. 
The $5,000,000 cargo has been con- 
‘signed to the Chase National Bank 
‘and the Equitable Trust Co. of this 
city. 

Officers of the Chase National 
who were advised of the shipment 
late yesterday, are of the opinion 
the gold is not coming directly 
from Moscow, but rather from

The 
Piutocrats are not illiterate in the social 
sciences, for economics happens te be the 
first of them and in its broadest aspects 
includes the ethers. The intelligent Plute- 
cCrat appreciates the necessity of keeping the 
livestock in prime condition. He does not 
the prospect of having to operate 
his business with starveling workmen: 
therefore, he favors a wage scale tha‘ will 
enable his operatives to be always well fed. 
Nor dees he care to risk having his work- 
ing force decimated by disease, not to men- 
tion his own risk of contagion: therefore 
he favors maintaining public health 
services at a high levei of efficiency. Edu- 
cation and recreation are so intimately in- 
Voived in the problem: of public health that 
they. too, are bound to be supported by any 
really intelligent Pintecratic government. 

HEREFORE, te chances are at least 


even that under the Plutocratic Third 
Republic the average American will be 
better fed, better clothed, and better housed 
than he ever Was before. 

What, then, is to be urged against 
Nothing, so far as I can see. éxcept the 
probability that it will pawe the Way for 
a frightful catastrophe, namely, the estahb- 
lishment of the Fourth Republic. which is 
likely to be atavistic. 

Eventually th® Plutocratic Candidate for 
President will be defeate.. and what then? 
Aye, there's the rub! With theocracy. au- 
tecracy, aristocracy. demecracy and piu- 
tocracy all behind us, we shall pretty well 
have run the gamut.

VARY THE COOKING 
OF EVERYDAY FOODS 


Family Meals Easily Drop Into 
the Deadly Rut of 
Monotony. 


Most people use a little more 
imagination in the preparing of 
salads and desserts, but they are 
woefully lacking in any ideas when 
it comes to the cooking of the 
more common foods. Potatoes, for 
instance, are like as not to be 
served boiled, mashed and fried, 


day after day. : 

It has been estimated that there 
are probably one hundred differ- 
ent ways of cooking potatoes. Why 
limit yourself to three? Plain 
boiled potatoes, for instance, can 
be cut in dice and just before serv- 
ing seasoned with lemon juice, 
minced persley:and melted butter. 
They are still boiled potatoes, but 
they have an entirely different ap- 
pearance and flavor. 

Or again, they may be put 
through a potato ricer and served 
in a fluffy mass that is much more 
appetizing in appearance than the 
plain boiled potatoes. Mashed po- 
tatoés may be varied by occasional- 
ly seasoning them with a teaspoon 
of minced onion or adding to them 
a few chopped chives or pimento 
cut in very small pieces and a 
little finely chopped parsley. 

Baked potatoes are good when 
they are properly baked, but we 
tire of them occasionally and like 
a few variations in the matter of 
serving. Try cutting them in half 
after they are cooked, scoring the 
cut surface with a fork, brushing 
with melted butter and browning 
very quickly in a hot oven. 

Again, they may be split, the 
pulp rmoved, mashed, seasoned 
with a little grated cheese or mixed 
with minced ham or boiled tongue. 
Then put back in the shells and: 
brown in a hot oven. Part of the 
pulp may be removed. and the 
cavity filled with creamed chick- 
en, creamed crab meat or any mix- 
ture of creamed fish or vegetables. 

Scalloped potatoes may be va- 
ried by adding a little canned corn 
to the potatoes or by seasoning 
them with chopped green peppers, 


pimento or by adding a few mush- | 


rooms or chopped boiled chestnuts. 
Creamed potatoes may be put in 
the tops sprinkled 


a hot oven for individual serving, 
or small dishes filled with the 
creamed potatoes may have a raw 
egg dropped in the center and the 
whole baked in a moderate oven 
until the egg is set. 


To Cut Slaw Cabbage. 
When cabbage is to be used for 
a slaw or a salad it should be ex- 
ceedingly crisp and sliced as thin 
slices as possible.

Women Will 
Use Radio in 
Welfare Att 


N iromete comn use of radio te 


promote community betterment 
and national welfare projects 
will be inaugurated soon by club- 
women. . 
With a pledge of active co-vp- 
eration from the National Asso- 
ciation of Broadcasters, the radio 
committee or the General Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs is making 
arrangements to broadcast shore 
talks by club leaders on spectal 
topics of community and national 


interest. 


Mrs. John D. Sherman, - prest- 
dent of the general federation anéd 
chairman of the radie committee, 
says it is planned to place local 
radio stations at the service ef 
clubwomen for a reasonable time 
at no expense to the clubs. When 
these arrangements are completed 
the committee will draft a suggest- 
ed general policy eaneerning the 
use of the stations for extending 
club interests and activities. 

“A new assessment of the place 
of radio in our community and na- 
tional life is essential to the stic- 
cess of the nation-wide policy 
which I hope te recommend at the 
San Antonio convention,” Mrs. 


Sherman declared. 


“Radio should not he thought of 


,in terms of a novelty nor in terms 


of the nonsehse that sometimes 


‘comes hurtling through the air, 


but in terms of its possibilities as 
a unifier of our community life 
and as a clarifier of state and na- 


/tional problems which can be dis- 


cussed ‘with us personally, no mat- 
ter where we live, by the nation’s 
master minds. 

“It became plain early in the 
study of the radie project that for 
the general federation te attem 
to set up a series of typical rad 
programs was as ineffective and 
unsatisfactory as teaching dietetics 
through a series of menus. The 
measures which commended them- 
selves as feasible concern opr at- 
titude toward the possibilities of 
radio for the development of Com- 
munity life. 3 

“While it is net possible for the 
committee to say what-sort of pre- 
gram is best fitted to please 
radio audience in San Francisep or 
in New York, it is possible to say 
without fear of successful chal-_ 
lenge that there is no community, 
large or small, which does not have
